any question affecting the interest of the 
party, the member of the Central Committee 
for tho district in which such county is sit- 
uated bo authorized and empowered to wist 
the deciding vote in such committee. 


Tho ratio of apportionment and repre- 


sentation in said convention was fixed at 
one delegate for every 500 votes, or any 
fraction of 250 or more votes, cast for Presi- 
dent at the November election in the year 
1802.

gold bonds. This was the first time 
that a direct effort was made to break 
down the established policy of the gov- 
ernment of issuing bonds payable in 
oin. It is a notable fact, and it will 
become more so during the next presi- 
dential campaign, that Tom Reed op- 
posed this measure by offering a sub- 
stitute in the shape of currency or law- 
ful money 3 per cent, bonds. 
The 


strong opposition to t'-e gold bonds 
was from western or southern repre- 
sentatives. It was supported chielly by 
eastern Democrats. 
In short it may be 


said that the opposition to the bill was 
by western Democrats and Republicans 
md southern Democrats, while it was 
'avored by eastern Democrats and Re- 
publicans—the representatives of the 
tales of fixed capital. 
It is a significant fact that the own- 


ers of fixed capital, that is money at 
ntercst, whether iu bonds, mortgages, 
or other securities and senators and 
•o preservatives where theoC securities 
iredominate, are in favor of a gold 
si.-mda.rcl. 
This necessarily brings the 


noney question up as a sort of a class 
egislation. 
Men in business, whether 


farmers, mechanics or trades people, 
except importers, as a general ftiinjr 
are in favor of the free coinage of 
silver and the fullest possible use of 
aoth metals as money of final re- 
demption. When the tug of war comes 
it will be settled as to whether the in- 
fluence of fixed capital is greater than 
tho 
influence 
of business capital, 


whether the money lenders as a class 
have more influence than all other 
business men. 


It is said that the Rothschilds and 


Morgan represent $600,000,000. This is 
concentrated wealth, that is organized 
capital, 'its powers can be radiated 
rapidly aud readily, its agents are 
everywhere. 
The difficulty with the 


rest of tho world, farmers, mechanics, 
or common tradesmen, is that they 
are unorganized, They are the great 
Democracy, the producers, and are the 
farthest possibly 
removed from an 


oligarchy or monarchy; nothing will 
spur them to victory except oppression, 
and that oppression hns been felt for 
tho last three years in the shape of 
losses from the reduced values of prop- 
erty to such an extent that it is to be 
hoped they will send delegates to con- 
gress, and otherwise, to express their 
opinion as to break the power of the 
old syndicate. Hardly any property, 
except gold aud gold bonds, but has 
shrunk in value during the last twenty 
years from twenty to fifty per cent.

And there comes tho thick, low rattle of 
the drums, and through wreaths of dust 
and srnokc I see the line of high bonnets 
the row of brown faces, the swing and 
toss of the long red plumes amid the slop- 
ing Hue of steel. 
And there rides Ney 


with his red head, and Lefebvre with his 
bulldog jaw, and Lannes with his Gascon 
swagger, and then nmidst the gleam of 
brass and the flaunting feathers I catch 
a glimpse of him, the man with the pale 
smile, the rounded shoulders and the far- 
off eyes.

As the sales are 
about four times the weekly consump- 
tion, it is obvious that the market is 
essentially speculative, but the rise 
abroad has set the country ablaze 
so that western holders are asking 
even higher prices than heretofore. 
Scarcity of domestic wool helps them 
and the enormous sales of foreign only 
compensate for the reported decrease 
in the domestic clip.

engineers, U. S. A.; with reference to 
the, .work accepted during the year 
ended June 30, 1895. The plan has for 
its object to secure additional depth at 
islands and bars by the construction of 
low dams across chutes, and by build- 
ing dikes where the river is wide and 
shallow, so as to confine the flow 
to 
a 
smaller 
cross 
section, 


and by 
dredging. 
A radical im- 


provement of the npper part of the riv- 
er has been commenced by the con- 
struction of a lock and movable dam at 
Davis island, just below Pittsburgh,and 
work on another lock and dam, num- 
ber six, has been commenced just be- 
low Beaver,39K miles from Pittsburgh. 
Surveys have also been made for sites 
for movable dams numbers 2, 3, 4 and 5 
of the series. 
A snagboat and two 


dredges belonging to the United States 
are constantly employed when funds 
are available and the stage of the river 
permits, in taking out snags and 
wrecks, and in dredging away gravel 
and rock obstructions that can not oth- 
erwise be removed. 


The work of improvement has been 


continued all along the river to Mound 
City, 111., 959 miles below Pittsburgh, 
where dikes are being erected. Speak- 
ing generally of the project Col. Stick- 
ney says that in work of the character 
of that for the improvement of the 
Ohio river, it is impossible to deter- 
mine in advance just where and how 
much 
work 
will 
be needed for

therefore

provement. 
The work, he says, must 


be progressive and tentative 
and, 


owing to the varied interests and com-

distances 


apart, so that no one reach of river 
can be taken on hand and improve- 
ment completed in advance of other 
part of the river unless large amounts 
of money are provided. Continuing, he 
said: 


"The great and growing commerce 


of this river, its numerous cities and 
the rapid increase of the already large 
population of the valley, should appeal 
in strong terms for adequate appropri- 
ations for such betterment of the navi- 
gation as it is certain can be obtained 
by well-known methods."

WITH A BRICK. 


Some West yirnmia Miners Swipe 


George Rogers in the Neck. 


They Then Proceed to Slash Him with. 


Knives and Beat and Kick Him—They 


Though He Was a Detective—Expe- 


riences of a Portsmouth Man at 


Dingess, W. Va. 


George Eogers, landlord and; proprie- 


tor of the ^Farmer's hotel, on Market 
street, returned yesterday from Din- 
gess, W. Via,, where he has been sev- 
eral days on business. 


While in Dingess Mr. Rogers had an 


experience he does not care to repeat 
soon. He went there last Wednesday 
accompanied by Johnnie Ferguson, of 
Ironton, Mr. Rogers intending to stay 
with Bill Meade, sheriff of Logan 
county, who was a relative of Mrs, 
Rogers. They got into Dingess Wed- 
nesday evening about dark, and being1 
rather hungry the two men concluded 
to get a lunch before hunting up 
Meade. Accordingly they went to a 
saloon which was situated on top of a 
big hill and got sotrethiug to eat and 
drink. While they were eating Rogers 
noticed several roughly dressed men 
eying him suspiciously but thought 
nothing of it. When he emerged from 
the-saloon however, the men followed 
him and when he was a short distance 
away from the door one of them threw 
a 
brick 
at 
him, 
hitting 
him 


on the head and knocking him down. 
Another fellow made a dash at him 
with a knife, cutting a big gash on his 
arm, while still others kicked him. 
Rogers finally sought safety in flight, 
Ferguson had fled at the first alarm. 
Rogers says that had .he not succeeded 
in getting away when he did the men 
would undoubtedly have killed him, as 
one .of them had gone in search of a 
gun. 


During the remainder of his stay at 


Dingess he was careful not to ventvre 
out without the escort of his friend, 
Sheriff Meade. Rogers is at a loss to 
account for the attack on him. He 
says, however, that he understands the 
miners suspected Ferguson of giving 
information against them to the coal 
operators, and perhaps thought he was 
a detective, and took an early opportu- 
nity of getting even with him.. The 
Dingess territory must equal the wild 
and woolly west in its palmiest days, 
according to the stories of murder and 
bloodshed that come from there daily.
